Wikoff, died Tuesday at the family homo, 
413 West Decatur street She realized 
that the end was near, und badn good bye 
to all members of the family. Elizabeth 
.Fletobor was born Oct, 23, 1834. at 
Crouch's Ferry, on tbo Chesapeake bay, 
near Annapolis. Whoa she was three 
years old her father moved to Mooro's 
Hill, Ind., where she passed her girl- 
hood, leading the life of an early plonker.

Miss Fletcher was married on tiopt. 0, 


1858, to Petor M. Wikoff, who survives 
her. The ceromony was performed by 
Hov. William Crosby. To them woru 
horn throe children, Laura 1). WikolT, 
Lewis, who (tied in Infancy, and Mrs. J. 
N. Baker. Mrs. WikolT disposed of her 
millinery business soon after hcrnmrrlupe 
und 1ms from tbut timo devoted horsclf to 
her home and family.

the same earuunt oaru that marked all her 
undertakings. Shu hasbeun a rare mothur 
und active In all tho duties that arc en- 
joyod by tho truo woman. 
When the 


couplo was first married tlioyjilvod on tho 
West Main street property. 


In January, 1877, they moved to the 


farm gouthweut of tho city. They re- 
mained there eight yiurs, und rhun moved 
back to Dooatur.

There is oome frugality that is only 


negatively wasteful, as when we spend 
ten cents' worth of time In trying to 
disentangle two milhi' worth of string, 
or when we spend five dollars' worth 
of mental peeoe in worrying over a 
£5-cent loss, or when we deprive our- 
selves of a night's rest (cheap at ten 
dollars) ia caring about something 
which has already happened or which 
wo cannot rectify, or something which 
has not yet happened and never, per- 
haps, will. 


A lady of mature years, whom the 


writer baa the honor to know, having 
a religious horror of waste, saves up 
oil the pasteboard boxes which come 
from the milliner, and the dressmaker, 
and the shoemaker, and the tailor, of 
aborted sizes, going down even to 
match boxes; and as a result when 
every shelf and closet is full, and there 
is bomcthing- that really ought to be 
saved, there is ao place for it. But this 
excellent lady would, perhaps, reply:

Children in. their early teena have 


>trange ambition*. From 2,500 replies 
to the question, "What would you like 
to do or be when you grow up?" it is re- 
corded in, the annual report ot the de- 
partment of instruction, in New York 
that among the girl* 38 per cent. Want- 
ed to be teachers, 24 per cent. milHu- 
rre, 11 por cent, clerks and stenog- 
raphers, 3 per cent, housekeepers,; 
storekeepers, nurseo and servants, each 
t per cent.; artists, 1 per cent.; then fol- 
low missionaries, musicians, factory 
hands, and those who hong to be wives 
and motiers, each about thrce-fourtha 
of 1 per cent. It is indeed a poor show- 
ing for the desire for motherhood. 
What is wrong with our schooling sys- 
tem that most young girls make up 
their minds that they would like to be 
teachers, and that only three-fourths of 
one per cent, of them express nay in- 
terest in being a wife and mother? 


Among the boys who were ques- 


tioned, the most popular occupations 
related to the trades. Fourteen per 
cent, had this preference. Next in fre- 
quency came the desire to be mer- 
chants, 12 per cent.; then clerks, 7 per 
cent.; then farmers, 6 per cent.; doc- 
tors, nbout 5 per cent.; lawyers, about 
6 p«r cent.; engineers, nearly 4 por 
cent.; teachers and soldiers, each 3 
per cent.; railroad men and nailers, 
each 2y2 per cent.; business, 2 per 
cent. The rest named 35 different oc- 
cupations. It was noticed that the 
boys thought that nn occupation 
that dealt with tools, plants or animals 
meant something that conferred power 
over one's fellows. Only in boys about 
seven, years old was there a large pref- 
erence for such occupations as that of 
policeman, fireman or railroad man. 
As. he grows older the average boy mod- 
ifies his desire for the perilous, until at 
14 he wants to be a bank clerk. There 
is one interesting- exception to this. 
The ambition to be a sailor appears at 
seven and increases' slowly, culminat- 
ing nt 14.

WEATHER ECCENTRICITIES. 


189« •v?uirBe Kemembered tut 


Orrat Starmt. 


The exceptional violeace of the re- 


cent tornado iu Porw, unulogxiua to, but 
Fortunately for leas destructive than the 
tearful catastrophe at St. Louis in May, 


year, attnvcte attention to the ex- 


traordinary vicissitudes of the world'* 
weather during the last 18 months. It 
will be obserwd that storms of this 
locally violent character, entirely dif- 
'erent from what are properly termed 
cyclones, generally occiw at the close of 
u long period of drouth tnich uu we have 
ately experienced. It would almost 
seem, indeed, as though nature, weary 
of one type, swung over to the opposite 
with the petulant violence of a spoilt 
child. 


The torniuloea which peppered the 


middle Btatea of America this springf 
iermmatpd n drought which affected (i 
urge portion of the some area BO se- 
verely as to allow the bed of the Ohio 
river to l>e worked for coal, reduced the 
Tall at Niagara, nnd lowered the St. 
[/uwrence to an unprecedented extent. 
Extending tfls area of observation, we 
flnd ever Kince February, 1895, equally 
abnormal conditions prevalent ovcor In- 
dia, Australia and the Pacific and the 
[ndian oomns. For example, the eouth- 
eaat trade wind of the Indian ocean, and 
ito twin brother of the southwest mon- 
soon of India, were both very foeblelact 
summer—tho fiiiluro of tho latter csraa- 


a drought nearly down to famine 


mark in norm- parts of India. Coinci- 
lently with and following tlicse condl- 
Jons on the Australiansidoof thehifrh- 
pressure atmosphere wall bounding the 
southeast trades, an extraordinary 
prevalence of hot, <Vy northwest, wlndi 
occurred right on to April, J1896, 
throughout Australia and New Zealand, 
raising the temperature in New South 
Waled to such a height that tho govern- 
ment actually carried people free by rail 
from the Interior to the coast in ordei 
to aare their lives. The temperature in 
Sydney ran up to such record heighta 
as 105 and 108 degrcee; and even ir«New 
Zealand, except at the extreme south- 
ern end, the famous, hot northwester* 
of the Canterbury district dried up th« 
crops, while the North island, especial- 
ly near Auckland, looked as though it 
aad been toasted in front of some 
Titanic lire. In. contrast, but evidently 
in correspondence with those abnormal 
features, the North 1'aclno waa un- 
usually stormy, Honolulu receiving 
quite an unusual supply of "Koua" or 
winter storms; while California, at the 
boundary of the oceanic area, came in 
for a similar excess of its curiously 
marked winterrains. Elscwheredrooight 
seems to have been the rule. The "low 
Nile" was recently a formidable ob- 
stacle to the Soudan expedition, and the 
violent resumption of rain owsr Its 
basin, in common with the similar 
change which now seems to be every- 
where terminating- thi» world land 
drought, in creating a fresh scourge by 
promoting the conditions favorable to 
the spread of cholera. 


It is not easy to discover even the 


proximate causes for such ft wide- 
spread anomaly, or to draw a practical 
moral; but a general survey would ap- 
pear to show that the equatorial rain 
belt has l>o*ii less developed than usual, 
nnd that the atmosphere over the con- 
tinents on either side of It has been less 
heaped up into narrow belts of high 
pressure nnd more uniformly spread 
over large surfaces. 


Wh we this occurs in summer we have 


the conditions which Hire favorable to 
dioupht, merging subsequently—when 
the lower uir remains stationary, as it 
did over the United Stfttee in the spring, 
and gradually heroines charged with 
excessive heat and humidity—into those 
favorable to the production of local 
atorms and tornadoes. Th« storm nt 
PIUM* waff due to such conditions, and 
the result of a. stagnation rather than 
nn increase iu the ordinary movements 
of the atmosphere. 


When the circulation, ovefthe North 


Atlantic is more than ordinarily vigor- 
ous the energy isexpended in the larger 
horlrontal movements, termed cyclones, 
w.hi«h frequently embrace an area as 
large an Russia. It is only when these 
motions are so reduced as to allow the 
warm lower air to penetrate the upper 
layers in places, like water flowinjf 
through a sink, and like it to draw in 
the surrounding air in rapidly rotating 
whirls, that tornadoes ore generated. 
Puch 
conditions, though 
common 


enough over a large land area like the 
United States, ore, fortunately, ren- 
dered rare in Europe by virtu* of it« 
latitude and geography; »o that we 
need not conclude that tine tornndoepl- 
deinie will ever flnd a favorable breed- 
ing ground over here. 


On the other hand, it i» plain that th^ 


occurrence of periods of abnormal 
weather are common to the whole 
world, and are of much greater econ- 
omical importance than the daily 
changes which at present form the sol* 
subject of prediction by the European 
bureau. Not so prominently marked, 
and thus to a large extent masked by 
the latter, these long waves Deverthe- 
ICBB dominate the variation in our sea-, 
sons, regulate our crops and In many 
ways affect our general welfare. In 
India, where the daily changes—owing 
to the comparative absence of frequent 
minor disturbances—are less prom- 
inent, predictions ore officially made of 
the average weather of each half-yearly 
monsoon or season, and with such suc- 
cess that the government there has re- 
cently sanctioned an extension of the 
mean* for constructing such forecast*. 
—St. James Gazette.
